Sib: I transmit to you u copy of the act of 
Confess approved 4th Msv, "for the ad 

mission of the State of Kansas into ttie Union." 
Your duties under this act are of tuo most deli- 
cate and important character, but they are clear 
lv aad distinctly defined by the act itself. 

Congress were not satisfied, a« you will per- 
ceive, with tiie ordinance adopted at Lecompton 
by the Constitutional Convention there a»sem 
bled in regard to the public lands, deeming the 
grants to the State of Kansas therein contained 
too eitensive and beyond former precedent* in 
similar cases. They" have therefore proposed to 
the people of Kansas to assent U» such a change 
in the ordinance as is stated in the act, reducing 
the quantity of lands granted, so as to couform to 
the grant in the bill now before Congress for the 
admission of Minnesota. Thi» question is prop 
erly left to Kansas to be decided at a popular 
election. 

The act prescribes that "at the aaid election 
the voting shall be by ballot, and by endorsing 
on his ballot as each voter may please, "Proposi 
tion Accepted" or "Proposition Rejected." Should 
a majority of the votes cast be lor "Proposition 
Accepted," the President of the United States, 
as soon as the fact is dulv made known to him, 
shall announce the same' by proclamation; and 
thereafter, and without any farther proceedings 
on the part of Congress, the admission of the 
State of Kansas into the Union on an equal foot 
ing with the original States, in all respects what- 
ever, shall be complete and absolute, Ate- But 
should a majority of the votes cast be for "Prop 
ositton rejected," it shall be deemed and held that 
the people of Kansas do not desire admision into 
the Union with said Constitution, under the con 
ditions set forth in the said proposition. They 
will then remain in a Territorial condition, until 
"it is ascertained bv a census duly and legally 
taken, that the ratio of representation required 
for a member of the House of Representatives 
of the Congress of the United States," upon 
which ascertainment the people of the said Terri 
lory "are authorized and empowered to form for 
themselves a Constitution and State Govern 
ment" in the manner prescribed by the Act. 

Under the second section of the Act, yaurself, 
the District Attorney, the Secretary of the Ter 
ritory, the President of the Council and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, are 
constituted a Board of Commissioners, to conduct 
this important election. The President has en- 
tire confidence that *o far as in you lies, the dec 
tion wi I be fairly and properly conducted. Your 
power and your duties are sufficiently jointed out 
by the Act and by your previous instructions. It 
is greatly to be desired that the five Commis- 
sioners should act in concert in all their proceed 
ings. The President above all things desires 
that there should be a fair expression of the pop 
ular will on this important question; and that any 
person who may commit or attempt to commit 
the fraunds punishable under the act may be 
prosecuted with the utmost rigor of the law. It 
is to be hoped that the people of Kansas, relieved 
from all outside influences may be left to decide 
the question for themselves, whether they will im 
mediately come into the Uniou under the provision 
of the Act, or will remain in a Territorial condi- 
tion until their population is equal to the number 
required for a Representative iu Congress. 

Enclosed herewith you will receive four copies 
of the Act referred to, one of which you will 
send to each of the Commissioners named in 
the Act, in order that they may be properly 
informed of their designations. 

At the same lime, you will provide for an early 
meeting of the Commissioners, so that the elec- 
tion required bv the Act mav take place without 
unnecessarv delay, and that all suitable arrange 
ments may be made for this purpose. The 
Presideut earnestly hopes, that these arrangements 
may be successful in securing a free and fair 
election, and that at the present important crisis 
the peace of the Territorv mav not be interrup- 
ted 

The act for the admission of Kansas ought to 
be extensively circulated among the people, be 
cause the question to oe decided by them is one 
of vast importance, and may involve the welfare 
and prosperity of their fine 'territory for a long 
period of years. For this reason, whilst the act 
very properly prescribes that the day of election 
shall be at as early a period af ter the proclama 
tion, as is consistent with due notice thereof to 
the people, the intervening period ought to be 
sufficiently long to enable them thoroughly to un- 
uuderstnn'd the question in all its bearings and 
consequences. I shall have ten thousand copies 
of the act printed in this city and forwarded to 
you lor immediate circulation. 

You will not probably convene the Board until 
after the appointment of a new District Attorney 
for the Tetritorv. A nomination for this purpose 
will be sent to "the Senate on Monday next — 
Should you deem it advisable, you are at liberty 
to publish the whole or any part of these instruc- 
tions. The President wishes to give every assu 
ranee to the people of Kansas, that he desires, 
above all things, that there shall be a fair ex- 
pression of the popular will at the election; and 
that the result may be to produce peace and har 
Ives and promote their lasting

though residence in this State is prohibited by 
positive law, vet they are neither aliens nor out- 
laws — but are inhabitants and subjects of the 
States of this Union in which they reside, *a& 
as such are entitled to all the rights which 
those States see proper to confer upon th<em; 
they arc entitled to the enjoyment of tlnose 
right* in anv other State of the Union, as in 
habiuuu of one of the Uuited States, and under 
their protection, unless their exercise should be 
positively prohibited bv, or be incompatible with 
the laws and policy of the State in which they 
claim those rights. 

With this principle in view, the Court' held 
the will of James Brown valid, and directed the 
executor to proceed to the fulfillment of the 
trusts therein imposed upon him. It decided 
that there is nothing in our laws or pol' cr * ln f h 
proBbits the sale of the land and slaves of the 
testator, and the deposit of the net proceeds 
after paving his debts, in the vaults of a foreign 
bank, to be paid over to the objects of the testa- 
tor's bountv, even though they are free negroes; 
that free negoes are only debarred by our laws 
of the rights secured to them by the laws of oth j 
er States in which they reside, or when the exer- 
cise of those rights is prohibited by positive law, 
or would be directlv dangerous to our slaves, or 
present a mischievous example. Had the testa- 
tor left his lands and slaves directly to these 
free negroes, a different question would have been 
presented from the one actually presented aud

Quite a scene of excitement was witnessed in 
the upper part of the city yesterday, in the re- 
gion of Broadway and the Canal, but which hap 
pily terminated without damage to either party 
in collision. Some days since, the water from 
ihe Miami Canal was drawn off for the purpose 
of excavating the bed, repairing embankments, 
Slc. The contractor set about employing the 
requisite number of hands to accomplish the pur- 
pose upon this section. The Irish laborers de 
manded one dollar aud a quarter per day, and 
would work for no less. The Germans offered 
their broad backs and sinewy arms for oue I 
dollar, and of course were given the prefer- 
ence. 

Yesterday morning the Germans went to work 
at the head of Broadway, to the number of some 
twenty or thirty, and soon after found themselves 
surrounded by about one hundred Irishmen, who 
forbid them to go on. The Germans did not 
fancy the formidable array of Patlauders upon 
the banks of the caual, UN loving not the dollar 
less, but their heads more, with scarce a show of 
resistance,

A New York Brig Boarded Near the Flor- 
ida Con»t- English Vessel* Permitted 
to Pass. 

STATEMENT OK THE CAPTAIN. 

The brig Mianus, of New York, of which I 
am master, arrived here yesterday from B'«<* 
River, Jamaica, with a load of logwood. We 
sailed on the lllih ult. On the 20th my vessel 
was in lat. 24 deg. 10 min If., Ion. M dcg. 40 
min W., and onlv aooutten miles from the coast 
of Florida. I was steering E .with the wind N., 
and was on larboard tack. There were three Eng 
lish vessels in company, abrig.a baik.and aship. 
1 saw the steamer bearing S. E. at 4 o'clock, 
heading west. In half an hour afterwards she 
clewed up her topsails, squared her yards, and 
run dead to windward, heading across our bow. — 
When she reached within about one or two hun 
dred vards of us, the English colors were hoisted, 
and we immediately hoisted ours. She went 
across our bows, and when directly ahead stopped 
her wheels; but seeing she was still ranging ahead, 
she backed her wheels so as to lay directly in our 
track. We put our helm up, and kept off to clear 
her, aud passed so near that we could talk to- 
gether, but he did not hail. When we were un- 
der his stern he lowered a boat and beat to quar 
ters. We paid no attention to him, but kept on 
our course. He then fired a signal gun from his 
starboard bow. 

We kept on, as it was blowing fresh, and hav- 
ing our topmast studding sails set, it was difficult 
for me to heave-to without taking in sail.

I asked him 
what he was doins there, and how long he had 
been out. He said he had been four months out 
from England, and he was cruising between Cu 
ba and the Florida Keys I then asked what his 
object was. and he replied: "We are looking af 
ter slaves." I said, "Surely, you couldn't have 
taken us for a slaver!" (My deck was piled 
some two feet above the rail with logwood.) — 
His answer was: 

"We have orders to board the whole of you." 
"But," said I, "you did not board those vessels 
ahead, yonder.,' 

"The"- are British vessels," replied the officer 
I understood him by this that he was ordered 
to board all American vessels. He did not go in 
to the cabin, although I invited him to do so. 
| whan he first came aboard. (My wife was with 
me.) He did not ask to see my papers 

He then informed me that there was a different 
light on Carysfort Reef, the fixed light beinj: 
changed to a revolving light, and also that there 
was a new light about thirty miles to the north 
ward, on the Florida shore, the name of which 
hejhad forgotten. He asked me if I knew of 
these changes, and I answered I did not. He 
then bid me good afternoon, and left. The steam 
er meantime had put up two reefs in her toosails. 
and bl owed off steam. I judged he intended to 
lav there under easy sail through the night.— 
When I last saw him he was heading W. N. W. 
I thought the officer, on the whole, rather a clev 
er fellow, but I did not like the detention, which 
was an hour or more from the time I shortened 
in sail and hove-to, until I got it set again and 
filled away.

and vamooed the scene of their labors. Thev 
had already excavated a quantity of the canal 
bed, when the Irish seized the shovels and threw 
the earth back again Triumphant in their first 
efforts, they held undisputed possession of the 
field of strife, and as they manifested no disposi 
tion to yield the vantage ground thus gained, the 
Germans appealed to Mayor Thomas for rrotec 
tion and redress, but as no violence had been 
used, and everything accomplished quietly, that 
functionary could do no more than to advise a 
peaceful resumption of their labors 

But Germany did not like that array of brawny 
arms, attached to bodies that sat like bullf rogs oil 
the bank, ready for a leap. Besides, as the over- 
seer of the job expressed himself, Hunt street, 
hard by, was "filled with bowlders, and a huge 
wood pile near at hand would serve as a breast 
work , from behind which the Irish could demol- 
ish his men without danger of a scratch in re 
turn." So he sagely concluded that discretion 
was the belter part of valor, and recollecting that 
he had some potatoes at home that much requir 
ed the nourishing labors of the hoe, he iuglo 
riously fled the field, and left his workmen with 
out a leader! Another equally bold Teutonic 
was summoned to lead his countrymen to the mud 
dy bottom, but on surveying the bold Irish lads, 
and reflecting upon the harder bowlder$, he was 
suddenly seized with a dizziness in the head, 
which he assured his friends was an hereditary 
afflction, and required prompt care and tender 
nursing, at home. 

This left the Germans minus a leader, and 
without striking a blow in defence of their right, 
or a pick for the advancement of canal naviga- 
lion, they quietly dispersed. The Irish growing 
bold at their success thus far, then demauded one 
dollar and a half per day, but as the head em 
ployer was not in the city, their demand was not 
acceded to. and they were left to enjoy the fruits 
of their triumphs over their German opponents, 
by resting quietly upon their implements on the 
banks of the canal. It was understood Ust even 
ing that the Germans would be sef to work this 
morning in another locality, out of the uotorious 
Thirteenth Ward, where they could have the 
aid and protection of their own countrymen, in 
case the Irish laborers again attempted' to drive 
them from their employment. It is about as easy 
to compound oil and water, or virtue and iniqui 
ty, as to harmonize the Teutonic and the Irish 
races. — Cin. Gazette.

The Vicksburg Whig, says: 
The Court reviewed these farts at great 
and reached the conclusion that the tes 
• took the slaves to Cincinnati for the pur 
pose of making them free and leaving them 
there or in a free State to enjoy their freedom, [ 
aod not with the view of bringing them back to 
this State in fraud of our laws, and in violation 
of our policy. In this particular the cas» differ- 
ed from that of Hinds vs. Brazealle, 2 How. 637. 
And upon this difference the subsequent opin 
ion of the Court was based. It was the turning 
point of the esse. Had the proof established 
that the testator took them to Ohio, set them 
free with the view of bringing them back to this 
State and had then actually brought them back 
and remained here, the emancipation would have 
been void, the legacy inoperative and thev would 
still have been slaves. 

But the testator having in good faith emanci 
pated the slaves in Ohio and domiciled them in 
Indiana and left them there, they thereby be 
■came free and entitled to hold property according 
to the laws of the State of Indiana, in the same 
manner and to the same extent with other ne- 
groes in that State. Such an act of emancipa 
tion is not in contravention of the laws of this 
State, or against its policy 
The Court further held

The Widow of an Alien, Naturalized after 
Marriage, Cannot Receive Dower. — In the case 
of Greer agt. Sankston and al . recently decided 
t>y the general term of the Supreme Court, the 
question arose whether an alien widow, who 
had never resided in this country, and whose hus 
band was not a citizen at the time of their mar- 
riage, although he subsequently became oue. cat: 
claim dower. The court held that the act oi 
ISlii, providing for the dower of the widows and 
wives of resident aliens, andof alien widows who 
had married before the passage of the act, or 
who should after that time marrv a citizen of 
«he United States, did not apply "to the present 
case. 

lngraham, J , in delivering the opinion of the 
court, said: 

The cases of widows of aliens naturalized after 
their marriage, and the wives of non resident 
aliens, are not provided for in the statute. 

There seems to be no good reason for the dis 
tinction, and the same rights in regard to dower 
might as well have been given to the latter, as 
to the former. But it is not for the courts to leg 
islate, and we can only consider this a catu* 
omiisiu. which can only "be supplied by subseqneut 
legislation. 

We are of opinion that the widow of Sankston 
has no ri^ht to dower in the lands of her husband, 
and that the order appealed from should be affirm 
ed.— A". Y. Post.

The Figaro Duel at Paris. 

Paris, Monday, May 17, 6 P. M. 
K most unpleasant effect has been produce J here 
by a duel f ought some days ago between • writer 
i\i the Figaro (ihe Legitimist Charivari) and two 
subalterns of the army. The quarrel o rigiuated 
in a paragraph published in the Pi ,r ar o, and 
signed "Nemo," in which some joke/ , mure tuo, 
were cut at the expense of the sur , lieuten ints 
of the army. The youthful Bayar < s took tire, 
and numerous letters were address e d to "Nemo" 
provoking him to justify his wore* j bv his acts. 
"Nemo" soon threw off" the mast . whicn concea l. 
ed his features, he avowed him* : \( M H. de Pene, 
and informed one of his chalk' ,r» e rs that he was 
completely at his disposal w' ..enever he should 
be called upon to give satis'. act ion. The dial 
lenger was 1U i officer of lhe r , t h Chasseurs, named 
Courteil, and the encount er took place in the 
neighborhood of Paris. in presence of several 
witnesses. Iu a short tir ne the officer was woi 
ed in the arm by the cJ viliau and the affair 
minated. 

The former assure j hi, opponent that he had 
not the slightest ani mositv against him, and thev 
Slioolt hands njw that all was over. To the 
surprise of the civ i|j an , another subaltern, nam 
eu Hveue, who w, >8 one of the- seconds, stepped 
forth, and said U iat the affair could not end thus, 
that thc.pleasun trv o« the Kigaro iiad offended the 
whole body of the sub-lieutenants of the French 
army, and that he, as one, demanded satisfac- 
tion on the sr Kit. M.de Pene declared that he 
did not co-isider himself bound to renew the 
contest; he \iad already exposed his life bv giv- 
ing satisfac tion to the presumed offence, and if 
he consen ted to expose himself to the sword of 
another adversary lor the same cause he might 
be called upon to fight the whole army. Sub 
lieutenant Hyene was not satisfied; he answered 
angrily; the rejoinder was equally warm; a dis 
cussion arose, hard words were exchanged; ac 
cording to some a blow was struck by the officer 
—according to others he flung a glove in the face 
ol De Pene, while, on the other hand others af 
firm that neither the one nor the other occurred 
The upshot was that a second duel ensued, and 
M. de Pene, who had already escaped one nd 
versaty, was in a few minutes run through the 
body by a second, and now lies in a desperate 
state in a public house uear the bridge ol 
the Pecq. There is little or no hope of saving 
him. 

The principal editor ot the Figaro, named Vil 
lemalsam, demanded an audience of the Empe 
ror; it was declined; he was referred bv the Km 
peror's private secretary to the Minister of Jus 
lice. The officer has been ordered under arrest 
by the Minister of War, and a report has been 
presented to this functionary bv the Ministerial 
department. It Is Uiought that the result will 
be the adoption of severe measures to check du 
eling, Uie necessity for which seems to be shown 
by the present affair following so close on that ot 
Lieut de Marcy, who lies under sentence of death 
for murder. The effect produced in Paris by this 
duel is most paiuful. It is the subject of con 
versation in every society, and, though I do not 
well see how the government can bo made re 
sponsible for these fatal encounters, yet it is un 
deniable that the military element, which so 
largely enters into its composition, and which has 
gained for it so much unpopularity, tends to ex 
cite discontent among the population in an unu- 
sual degree; you may judge of this by the fact 
that this duel is regarded as an important and 
even omnious event, and it is this onlv which in 
duces me to uoiice it.

D * The Democracy of Kentucky have been 
we. -bed in ihe balance and f..und wanting. They 
came into office with loud professions of legisla- 
tive relorm, but have pi ven free rein to legUa 
tive abuses. They have been arraigned, tried, 
and fouud cuilty upon the following charge, vii: 
tbey have neglected the interests of the Stare, 
and have legislated for p.irty ends, and have prosti 
tutcd the public offices bv making them subset 
vient to party purposes. 

In the beginning they elected an incompetent 
Speaker of toe House ol Representatives; and 
>n doin? -o they aid not consult his qualification- 
for the office, but merely inquired into the de 
mands of the Democracy of his section of the 
country. They cast a*ide Machen, an experi 
enced legi-lator. and who would have made a 
competent and useful Speaker, because by his 
election to the Speakership of the House ol 
Representatives the claims of the great traveling 
candidate for the United States Senatorshif 
would be lessened, and his chances of an elec 
tion to the much coveted office would have been 
endangered For the Democracy from cver\ 
part of the State demanded their portion of the 
spoils, Miid repudiated the idea that a Speaker oi 
the House of Representatives and a United States 
" ■ .tor should both be elected from the same 
section of the State, no matter even if they had 
been the iwo most competent persons to f.ll the 
rc-peciM e office- So Machen, whose superiori. 
ty over Dr White no one doubts, was thrown 
overboard, in order that he might not interfere 
»i:h the r.o-:-cet> of the electioneering Boyd 
the reviler and slanderer of Clay. But even th« 
Democracy at List became disgusted with the 
trickery and the expedients of Bnyd, and electeo 
Powell, a cicver gentleman, and a politician ol 
at lea?i fair ability, and who is the superior oi 
Uoyd in c»c-v iju ility of mind and heart. Bui 
even in ihis ease the genial disposition and so 
eial habits of Powell were consulted rather thai 
the intercM,, :.n«I dignity of the Stale; for it is 
well known thai men who are superior to him in 
intellect, m ,.tai„menU. and in ability, were 
cast aside to make wav for him. 

The next step in the programme the elec 
tion of incompetent Clerk*. To do the Demo 
cracy justice in this particular they elected a- 
Piincipal Clerk the most competent man of al 
the applicants belonging to their parly, and th. 
Assistant Clerk was a most laborious copyist 
But, nevertheless ihey were incompetent to 
the proper discharge of their duties This in 
competency was, doubtless, attributable to theii 
inexperience, but this does not remove the faci 
of their incompetency. The Democracy say thai 
McClarty, the Principal Cletk, was sick am 
that it is unfair to call sickness incompetency, 
but he was incompetent when he was well, and 



never was anything else than incompetent. When retract, under 
the Democracy had the opportunity of gaining 
the services of an eiperienced and able Clerk, 
they rejected them because he was an American, 
and rejected them after receiving his valuable 
assistance for some time gratis. But it is un 
necessary to review the shameless and scandal 
ous treatment of McCorkle. We say that when 
McClarty came into office he did not understand 
and could not discharge its duties, and begged 
McCorkle to remain in Frankfort and assist him, 
which that gentlemen readily agreed to do. This 
however could not last all the session, and as 
McClarty could not do the business himself, and 
as it was necessary for him to have an expe- 
rienced Assistant, a resolution was passed to em 
ploy an experienced additional Assistant Clerk, 
with the understanding on the part of the Ameri- 
cans, who voted for the resolution, that 
McCorkle was to be the appointee. The Principal 
Clerk, however, was bullied out of fulfilling bis 
promise to appoint McCorkle and nt fir*t 
determined to appoint no one at all. AtTairs 
went on iu this condition for a short time longer 
until the business of the House became con- 
fused through the incompetency of the Clerks, 
and it was discovered that nothing could be done 
until a competent Clerk was appointed. Accor 
dingly Major Helm was aent for, Mr. McClarty 
still retaining his seat as Principal Clerk and re- 
ceiving his salary. Major Helm was at oue time 
one of the best Legislative Clerks in the coun 
try, but at the time of his appointment he was 
cterly unfit. We will say nothu.g as to the cause 
to properly discharge the duties of the office. 
Well, affairs were not much bettered by the 
appointment of Major Helm, and the business 
ol the State continued to be bungled, and 
legislation was still retarded through the in 
competency of Democratic officers. Things 
went on in this way, with McClarty, Helm and 
Wellburn as Clerks.— until about the middle 
of the session, at which time McClarty took 
sick and led the House. Major Helm being un 
able to transact the duties of 'he office, at the re 
quest of McClarty, Mr. S. C. Sayrea, the report 
er for the Cmmon wealth, assumed the position 
of Clerk, and discharged the duties of both 
McClarty and Helm; Sayre, however, having no 
official position in the House. It was then fouud 
necessary to appoint still another Assistant Clerk; 
l»ut although Sayres had been discharging ihedu 
tic'n of both McClarty and Helm, when it came to 
the election of a Clerk aud any money was to be 
made out of it, he was rejected aud another 
Democrat more incompetent, if possible, that 
ihe others was elected. This did not help 
matters much. At last the Democracy gave up 
iu pure despair, and Sayres took the place ol 
Clerk by general consent, and immediately al, 
things weut on well. Thus, after all, tbe trium 
pbant Democracy could not get along without the 
assistance of the much abused Know Nnotbings- 
Another little item should be mentioned here. 

Now we do blame the Democracy for electing 
their own men to offices when they have the 
power to do so; but when they do elect their own 
parlizins to office it is their duty to see that the 
■■state does not suffer thereby It was perfectly 
natural that Democrats should prefer members 
of their own party to Americans, but it is nor 
right that they should disregard the interests oi 
the Stale by electing incompetent partixans to 
ministerial offices, thereby causing legislation tj 
be bungled, when competent persons of the op 
posite party can be had. The effects of bestow 
-ug the Clerkship upon incompetent, or tick 
Democrats may be sumed up as follows: The 
State lost upwards of *l,00'l in money for Clerk 
hire; aud several laws are on the statute book 
rthicb the Legislature never passed. 

The next step in the exhibition of the wanton 
lisregard of the iuterests of the State and ol 
this legislature for the exclusive benefit of parti 
sans, was the Penitentiary affair. We have al 
■ eady placed an ineff.ceable mark upon the brows 
of the Democracy for their conduct iu this matter, 
ind it is hardly necessary to recapitulate, suffice 
it to say, that the Democrats in the Legislature 
voted to lease the Peni'entiary to a favorite par 
risau for $-.000 per a.ruum when Mr Ward, who 
is acknowledged to be an efficient and energetic- 
Keeper, offered il i.OHO per annum, and when re 
liable Democrats publicly expressed themselves 
•s being willing to that amouut, or ever, mote for 
ihe lease. And later in tbe session, when the 
question came up us to whether a sewer— the 
want of which the Legislature had been advised 
was the origin of much of the ill health and mor 
ulity of the inmates of the Sute Prison, and 
which ihey were urged to have constructed im 
mediately— should be made at once or delayed 
for a year, they voted for the delay. There was 
one question of economy involved— the money 
which was necessary to be expended upon the 
<ewer being a portion of a former appropriations 
or the extension of the Penitentiary and forsan 
itury improvements, and is now lying idle in the 
Treasury— so that the Democracy canuot escape 
on that ground. All parties weee agreed as *o 
the rascality of constructing the sewer. The 
question>as, shill the sewer which is deemed so 
necessary to the health of the convicts be con- 
-tructed at once and the danger be at once re 
moved, or shall the money lie idle in the Treas 
'try, and the danger continue to exist for one 
vear until a Democratic Keeper shall come into 
office and thus have the chances for the job?— 
and the Democracy insisted in voting to expose 
-he lives of 250 unfortunate convicts to the immi 
nent danger of a pestilence, for the sake of 
•^a.hrng the miserable object of giving the chan- 
ces for the job to a partisan. 

We have many more facte of a similar charac 
'er which we would wish to add to our bill of 
ndictment, but we have already made this arti 
de entirely too long. Sufficient evidence 
has already been brought forward to firmly es 
tablish our charge, that when the interests of the 
-state or the cause of humanity clash with the 
interests of members of the Democratic party, 
'he latter are consulted bv the 



a pistol, words which he could not 
retract when no pistol is in sight or threatened? 

It would seem impossible that even Senitors, 
who ought to be dignified, can transact the pub | 
lie business without being discourteous to each 
other. The following episode occurred in the 
Senate on Tuesday last, and was the origin of 
the challenge reported to have been passed be 
tween Benjamin aud Davis: 

Mr. Benjamin was speaking on the army bill, 
w hen Mr Davis said, "I w ill correct the Senator, 
as that seems to be the point of argument The 
Secretary ol War does ask money for breach 
loading arms, costing from $30,0<MJ to t4t>,0Hi, 
and part or thi* $l0n,0lM» is to go in this way, 
according to his application." 

Mr. Benjamin replied: "I do not understand 
that the Secretary has asked for any part of 
*IO0,IK»0 to purchase breech loading firearms. 
If he has I am very much mistaken " 

Mr Davis— "Oh, I will stale the very simple 
fact that he asks monev to buy breech loading 
arms. Whether this $100,000 is to be paid out 
of the Treasury I do not know." 

To this Mr. Benjamin replied: "It is very easy 
for the Senator to give a sneering reply as to 
wh it was certainly a very respectful inquiry " 

Mr Davis — "I consider it as an attempt to mis- 
represent a very plain remark" 

Mr. Benjamin — "The Senator is mistaken, and 
has no riyht to state any such thing. His mauner 
is not agreeable at all."" 

Mr. Davis— "If ihe Senior happens to find it 
disagreeable, I hope he will keep it to himself" 

Mr. Benjamin — "It was directed to me, and I 
will not keep it to myself. 1 will reply to it in 
stauter." 

"Mr. Davis — "You have got it, sir." 
Mr. Benjamin— "That is enough, sir. I shall 
not again be diverted from my public duties." 

Here there was no sensible or reasonable 
cause for a hostile meeting, and the difficulty was 
very properly settled But why not h ive settled 
it without a challenge, which should be the very- 
last resort, after all others have failed? 

In the telegraphic report of Thursday's pro 
ceedings we find the following: 

Washington, June 10. 
Senate. — An amendment to the bill which re 
duces expenses half a million, was agreed to — 
The debate was enlivened by a scene of person 
ality between Mr. Wilson, ol" M i*s . and Mr 
Gain, of Cal Wilson said that the Senator from 
California had talked of demacogueism. The 
State of California always had her hand in the 
treasury up to her elbow. If the Senator allude 
to him he would only say that he would rather be 
a demagogue than a thief. Gwit, said, does the 
Sei ator apply that term specifically to me, or 
onlv to the collection of flM revenue? 

Mr Wilson. I have no explanation to make. 
Mr. Gwin. If he applies it to me he is a slan 
derer, calumniator, and a coward. 

No reply was made to this The bill was then 
passed, and the Senate ad ; ourned. 

Since ihen Senator Gwin has challenged Wil 
son. On a former occasion, when Brooks chal 
lenged Wilson for indulging in the very coarsest 
language towards him, Wilson replied that al 
though he would not accept his challenge, he was 
not opposed to exercising the right of self de 
fence. Some of ihe Northern papers called this 
very chivalrous on Wilson's part, but when ex 
amined it amounts to this: I have abused you 
most vilely, and do not protect myself by plead 
ing Senatorial privile 2 e; I am conscientiously 
opposed to dueling, a custom adopted to brintr 
about n fair meeting, on equal terms, when adif 
ficulty is inevitable; because in so doing I woul 
have no advantage of you; but if you choose t" 
attack, or make a demonstration of attacking 
me on the street, and thus place yourself at a dis 
advantage by giving me the legal ripht to kil' 
vou— when if you kill me you will probably be 
hung— I have no objection to such an encounter 
with the advantages of public opinion and the 
law on my side. Of cour«e Brooks declined 
such a proposition. The propriety of Gwin'- 
challenging, when he knew that Wilson could not 
consistently accept, is exceedingly doubtful. 

If Senators would but act like gentlemen, we
